balancing the budget, may be com­ 
pletely rewritten today by the sen­ 
ate finance committee as Republi- 
; can senators sought to adopt the 
treasury’s 
recommendations 
as a 
substitute for the badly battered 
measure now pending. 
This issue was raised when Sena­ 
tor Bingham <R> of Connecticut, 
moved to adopt the treasurer’s tax 
program for the bill, which the com­ 
mittee has worked upon for the last 
three weeks. 
It 
would 
materially 
reduce the income 
and 
surtaxes, 
which the committee raised beyond 
the house rates, but would wipe out 
some of the excises adopted in com­ 
mittee. It likewise would strike coal 
copper and lumber tariffs from the 
bill. 
If this motion is lost, the com­ 
mittee will seek additional taxes to 
raise the bill’s anticipated revenue 
to $1,241,000,000, the amount nec­ 
essary 
to balance the budget. 
At 
present, its estimated revenue will 
be about $950,000,000. 
The taxes already approved by 
the committee would bring in $152.- 
000.000 on Incomes, $51,400,000 from 
corporations. $120,000,000 by revising 
administrative rules applying to col­ 
lection of income taxes and $25,000,- 
000 from estates and gifts.

Francis as a voter of New Wilming­ 
ton borough, was made by the reg­ 
istering assessor, R. J, Crawford. A 
hearing was held before Judge Hil­ 
debrand in court here, at which con­ 
siderable testimony was introduced. 
The court finds that. according 
, to the evidence. Francis has been 
a voter in the borough for 27 or 28 
years. 
During that time he was 
twice elected as justice of the peace, 
an office which he now' holds. 
He 
i has been a member of the New Wil- 
1 mington fire department 
for 
25 
years, and for 19 months served as 
; chief. 
Francis moved his family lo a 
farm in Wilmington towmship about 
nine years ago. 
He still owned 
a 
house at 119 N. Market street in 
New Wilmington, in which he main­ 
tained his office. It was showrn dur­ 
ing the hearing that his sister, Mrs. 
.Jennie Anderson, lives in a part of 
this house. 
Francis maintained that he took 
some of his meals t h e r e , and occa­ 
sionally slept in the hou.se. He had 
been told that this was sufficient to 
entitle him to be registered in the 
borough. 
In the opinion it is held, however, 
that the place w'here a man’s fam­ 
ily resides, and where he intends to 
return at the close of the day. is 
I his residence, and that he must reg- 
' ister in the division where this re;:- 
j dence is located.

It was about February 25 of this 
year, when Francis learned that As- 
; sessor Crawford had not placed his 
name on the voting list. Francis 
! immediately brought an action to 
have his name re-instated on the 
list. 
A rule was granted on Craw- 
lord and the hearing followed.

The successful line of attack upon 
high taxes is that which goes to the

PLEASES SWICK 


Measure Passed By House Fol­ 
lows His Bill In Last 
Congress

Congress. 
Last session the Swick bill calling 
for relief of the widows and o rp h a n s 
was tem porarily laid aside because 
, of the legislation

j loan value of adjusted service cer- 
I lificates. House leaders told veterans 
j they m ight select one piece of m ajor 
! veteran legislation, and they chose 
the bonus bill in preference to the 
, widows and o rp h a n s m easure. T he 
bonus bill was approved and the 
■ Swick m easure died with the cxpira- 
| tion of the Congress. 
The m easure passed this week by 
I a 316 to 16 vote, however, h ad its in- 
j ception in the plan advanced by Mr. 
i Swick. Virtually the only changes 
made were slight alterations in the 
; rate of pensions. 
“I am gratified at the House a p ­ 
proval of 
the bill,” C ongressm an 
Swick said today. "W e should have 
done som ething for the widows and 
o rp h a n s of the W orld W ar veterans 
long ago. I hope this bill will be 
given Senate approval during the 
present session.” 
Mr. Swick was one of the 316 m em ­ 
bers voting for House passage of the , 
pension legislation. 
| 
The bill m akes the following pro- 
visions concerning th e widows and 
orp h an s of amy honorably discharg- 
j ed ex-service m an who entered the 
service prior to Nov. 11. 1918, served 
90 days or more during the World 
War. and who dies of a disability 
not acquired in the service: 
I 
“If the deceased leaves a widow 
without m eans of support oth er th a n 
! h er daily labor and actual net i n - ; 
come not exceeding $250 a year who 
was his wife and living with him not 
1 less th a n five years before his d e a t h ; 
or who m arried his prior to Ja n u a ry 
1 1. 1925. $20 a m onth. 
“If the deceased leaves a widowr 
and one child w ithout n eans of sup­ 
port oti:er th a n her daily labor and 
actual net income not exceeding $400 
i per year. $26 a m onth with $6 for 
each additional child. 
“If the deceased leaves no widow 
but one child, $20 a m onth with $6 
i for each additional child, provided, 
that no child shall be allowed to 
draw this allowance who has an 
actual net income exceeding $400 per 
year.”
